SHANTUNGESE COLLAPSE 
BEFORE NANKING DRIVE 


General Strike in Port City 
Called to Continue Until

London, March 18 (By A. P.).—Can- 
tonese attacking Shanghai from the 
south, says Sir Percival Phillips, special 
correspondent of the Daily Mail, today 
reached the outskirts of Sungkiang, 20 
miles south of their objective. This 
evening, ke adds, other detachments 
were moving toward Shanghai from 
nearer the sea. 

Sir Percival says Gen. Chang Tsung- 
Chang’s garrison at Shanghai is seizing 
junks and lighters in readiness to bolt 
in an emergency. 

Nanking’s Fall Held Certain. 

Shanghai, March 18 (By A. P.).—The 
fall of Nanking to the Cantonese now 
is considered as almost certain within 
the next few days. 

Although news of the operations in 
the vicinity of that strategic city is still 
indefinite, and there have been many 
conflicting reports, 1t is evident the 
fighting has been heavy in the Taiping- 
Fu region and the Shantungese no 
longer are able to offer serious resis- 
tance to the advance of the southern 
forces, who have captured Wukiang, 
Lishui, Ishang, Hyang and other places. 
It is considered that the fall of Nan- 
king would automatically give Shanghai 
to the Cantonese, as at Nanking the 
southerners would be astride the rail- 
way conecting Shanghai with the north. 

Latest reports show that simultane- 
ous with the main drive against Nan- 
king, the southerners are hotly press- 
ing the Shantung forces at vital points 
eastward of Taihu lake, notably at Soo- 
chow and Sunkiang. These tactics are 
compelling Gen. Chang Tsung-Chang, 
the chief defender of Shanghai, to hold 
considerable forces to protect his line 
of communications between Shanghai 


and Nanking. These forces would be 
cut off completely, thus giving the na- 


tionalists absolute control of the great 
Yangtse valley. 


Little Resistance Offered. 


The indications are that the Shan- 
tung troops are offering only indifferent 
resistance to the southerners. If these 
reports are true, it is commented here, 
they would tend to confirm the rumors 
that Gen. Chang is negotiating with 
the southern commander, Chang Kai- 
Shek for an arrangement. whereby 
Chang Tsung-Chang would withdraw 
from the Yangtse valley altogether. 

In Shanghai there are _ insistent 
rumors, supposedly circulated by south- 
ern agents, of great nationalist victories,

President Coolidge understands that 
Mexico has at least temporarily aban- 
doned her program of confiscation of 
American property, and the authorita- 
tive announcement to this effect yes- 
terday has served to allay anxiety and 
ease the tension in the relations be- 
tween the two governments. 

In short, the situation again appears 
susceptible to exchange of views and 
negotiations between the Mexican for- 
eign office and Secretary of State Kel- 
logg. And the timely return of Senor 
Don Manuel C. Tellez, the Mexican Am- 
bassador, after conferences with Presi- 
dent Calles in Mexico City is looked 
upon by diplomatists as a hopeful sign. 

Ambassador Tellez has had stormy in- 
tervals in his work of representing the 
Mexican government here, and the last 
flare-up, which caused his precipitate 
and mysterious return to Mexico, rep- 
resented perhaps the most acute stage 
of his troubles. But Senor Tellez has 
risen above difficulties which seemed to 
engulf his work before, and there are 
signs that he may again demonstrate 
that diplomatic problems between the 
two governments are solvable by per- 
sistent use of tact and proper methods.

Detroit, March 18 (By A. P.).—A

William Gallagher, attorney for Sapiro, 
shot at the witness. 

“I did not say that,” Cameron re- 
plied. “I said he was more tolerant of 
the soviet experiment than the Inde- 
pendent.” 

Records Asked For. 

Questions to bring out the automo- 
bile manufacturer’s attitude as to in- 
ternational money matters and whether 
hé had ever discussed them with Cam- 
eron were consistently objected to by

REDUCTION IN TAXES 


Form That Revision Shall 
Take, However, Is Not 
Yet Determined On. 


CUT WILL DEPEND ON 
AUTUMN CONDITIONS 


Ways and Means Committee 
Will Meet Then to Study 
Surplus, if Any Looms. 


President Coolidge feels that present 
indications point to a tax reduction at 
the next session of Congress, it was 
made known at the White House yes- 
terday. It was said the President had 
conferred with. House leaders previous 
to the adjournment of Congress with 
a view to having the House ways and 
means committee meet before the ses- 
sion to determine if and how a reduc- 
tion may be brought about in the light 
of conditions at that time. 

While leaders of Congress and other 
authorities have heretofore predicted a 
tax cut at the next session, the state- 
ment by the President’s spokesman was 
the nearest he has touched on the pro- 
posal. 

In behalf of the President it was 
pointed out that the present surplus 
would have warranted a reduction in 
the taxes paid for the first and second 
quarters of this calendar year, but that 
the leaders of Congress thought it best 
to apply the balance to debt reduc- 
tion, an arrangement which, it was in- 
dicated, met with the full approval of 
the President and Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon was favorable to it. 

May Cut Automobile Taxes. 

The President, it was said, has given 
no thought at this time as to the form 
the probable reduction should take. 
There is strong movement to reflect the 
next reduction in the remaining war 


1 taxes, especially those on automobiles. 


Whether the President wouid subscribe 
to this plan, however, was not made 
known. 

The futility of a definite committal 
of a further reduction was pointed out. 
The President’s most recent informa- 
tion was said to be that a 10 per cent 
recession in present business conditions 
would entirely wipe out the expected 
surplus. The expected surplus has been 
placed at $500,000,000. 

While no such recession in business 
is looked for, it was said, it is never- 
theless more than eight months before 
the next Congress convenes, and possi- 
bilities of that time make it undesir- 
able for the President to commit him- 
self to any definie suggestions. 


Mellon Debt Reply 
Upheld by Coolidge 


(By Associated Press.) 

President Coolidge has nothing to 
add to the reply of Secretary Mellon to 
the suggestion of members of the fac- 
ulties of Princeton and Columbia uni- 
versities for revision downward of war- 
debt settlements. 

He feels, however, that many more 
reasons could be advanced than those 
put forward by Mr. Mellon in opposi- 
tion to the proposals to show their 
untimeliness, but he believes the ar- 
gument of the Secretary that the debts 
were settled on the basis of ability to 
pay is cogent and sufficient.

The study by these men is with a 
view to apprising the subcommittee 
especially, it was said, as to the degree 
of thoroughness with which prohibition 
enforcement is being attempted as well 
as the police activities against “hand- 
book” operators. Nothing in the nature 
of a formal report to be released for 
publication will be made, but rather 
the investigators’ information will be 
taken by the subcommittee for what 
worth it may prove to have. 

As the subcommittee is functioning 
now, it was pointed out, it has no 
funds available to pay investigators. An 
appropriation of $10,000 for this and 
similar activity was made at the last 
session of Congress. None of it was 
used, but, none is available now because 
the committee is working in a semioffi- 
cial capacity. 

The information brought in by the 
volunteer investigators will be helpful, 
though, it is pointed out, because it will 
give the committee something with 
which to work. It is quite likely that 
police officials may be questioned on 
the basis of some of the information 
while the necessity may be found for 
the committee to take sdme other ac- 
tion.

Coffeyville, Kans., March 18 ( By A 
P.).—Race war broke out here late to- 
night when a mob of white persons, 
who had besieged the city jail in an 
effort to seize three negroes arrested 
in connection with an assault on two 
white girls, attempted to invade the 
negro quarter. 

The whites were repulsed and at 


| least three persons were shot. 


The armed clash came after a group 
of white youths had kicked in the door 
of a hardware store and obtained arms 
and ammunition. 

About 100 shots were exchanged. 

William Waddle, 17, white, a printer’s 
apprentice, was taken to a hospital 
with backshot in his legs and a re- 
volver wound in his hand. He was not 
believed to have been fatally wounded. 
The youth was in the line of fire and 
was not accompanying those who had 
started into the negro section. 

Seek to Disarm Citizens. 


Martial law was proclaimed and 
guards placed over every hardware store 
in town. Steps were begun to disarm 
all citizens. 

A guard was thrown about the negro 
quarter as a result of threats that 
homes would be burned. 

Pandemonium reigned as screaming 
women and _ children, pushed by 
scrambling men, sought safety.

Had Been Ill Since Early Fall; 
Burial to Be Beneath 
the Cathedral. 


Charleston, 8. C., March 18 (By A. 
P.)—The Rt. Rev. William T. Russell, 
bishop of the Roman Catholic diocese 
of Charleston, died here today. 

Bishop Russell, who was 64 years old, 
was stricken by the illness which proved 
fatal early last fall. For some time he 
was confined to his residence, but later 
was moved to the 8t. Francis Xavier 
infirmary when he failed to respond to 
treatment administered. 

The body will be in state at the epis- 
copal residence until the funeral. In- 
terment will be beneath the Cathedral 
of St. John the Baptist. 


Bishop Russell was pastor of St. 
Patrick's Catholic church in this city 
from 1908 until 1917, when he was 
raised to the episcopate. 

The bishop became well known and 
liked in Washington while at St. Pat- 
rick’s. He was the author of many 
pamphlets explaining the tenets of the 
Catholic Church. He was extremely 
democratic. Even after his elevation to 
the rank of monsignor he insisted that 
he be addressed as “father” by the 
children of the parochial school and 
the parishoners. 


Was Born in Baltimore. 


He was the son of William T. and 
Rose R. Russell, of Baltimore, and was 
educated at Loyola college, Baltimore; 
St. Charles college, Maryland, and in 
the American college at me. He also 
spent four years in theological studies 
at St. Mary’s seminary, Baltimore and 
two years at Catholic university. 

His religious career began at the age 
of 8, when he became an altar boy. At 
the age of 14 he had begun his study 
of the priesthood. He was ordained a 
priest June 21, 1889, and assigned to 
the pastorate of St. Jerome’s church in 
Hyattsville, Md. In 1894 he became sec- 
retary to Cardinal Gibbons at Balti- 
more. He remained in Baltimore until 
1908, when he came to Washington as 
pastor of St. Patrick’s church. 


Domestic Prelate to Pope. 


In June, 1911, Father Russell was 
designated a domestic prelate to Pope 
Pius X, and the title of monsignor was 
conferred upon him. He was nominated 
for the rank of bishop in 1916 and con- 
secrated as bishop of the Charleston 
diocese in 1917. 

Bishop Russell was the author of 
“Maryland, the Land of Sanctuary,” a 
history of the archdiocese of Baltimore 
for the Catholic Encyclopedia, and was 
a member of the American Historical 
association and the Maryland Historical 
society. 

He instituted the annual pan-Amer- 
ican mass at St. Patrick's, which ie at- 
tended by representatives of all of the 
Central and South American countries, 
thus earning for himself the.title of 
“Preacher to the three Americas.” 

Upon his departure for Charleston 
Bishop Russell was extolled for his pa- 
triotism and his work for humanity by 
prominent men from all walks in life. 

Bishop Russell is survived by five 
brothers, one of whom, Charles A. Rus- 
sell, resides at 4720 Fifth street north- 
west. He is an expert in the District 
tax office, and is widely known in St. 
Gabriel’s Catholic parish as director of 
the St. Gabriel’s Players. The Rev. J. 
M. McNamara, who was one of Bishop 
Russell’s assistants when he was pastor 
of St. Patrick’s chureh here, now is 
pastor of St. Gabriel’s parish. 

Four brothers of Bishop Russell re- 
side in Baltimore. They are Joseph, 
James, John and Marion Russell.

OANITARY DISTRICT 
WITH MORE FUNDS 


Raises Limit on Bonds. That 
Commission Is Author- 
ized to Issue. 


STIPULATES AN ANNUAL 
AUDIT OF ITS ACCOUNTS 


Enables Extending Water and 
Sewer Lines and Front- 
Foot Benefit Tax. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Annapolis, Md., March 18.—Amend- 
ments to the law governing the Wash- 
ington suburban sanitary commis- 
sion were introduced by the Montgom- 
ery and Prince Georges county delega- 
tions in the house today. The proposed 
legislation was rewritten to meet ob- 
jections advanced to the original draft. 
It provides for annual audit of the ac- 
counts of the commission by the State 
auditor, who is to be paid the samie 
compensation as is paid for auditing 
other State accounts. 

Other provisions are: 

1. Give the sanitary commission the 
right to levy taxes to meet judgments 
or to adjust threatened or pending liti- 
gation, which provision will make the 
sanitary commission amenable to sult. 

2. That the commission can not con- 
demn land used for cemetery purposes. 


Raises Limit on Bonds. 


3. Raises the limit of the amount of 
bonds which the commission is au- 
thorized to issue from 12 to 14 per cent 
of the total assessable basis of all prop- 
erty assessed for county taxation pur- 
poses within the sanitary district, and 
continues the required approval of the 
public service commission of Maryland 
for additional bond issues. 

This increase of the bond limit of 
the district. will give. the commission 
sufficient funds to make necessary ex- 
tension of water and sewer lines, now 
being asked for in every part of the 
district, and which have been held “up 
for lack of funds since last fall, and 
will further provide for the construc- 
tion of trunk sewers now needed. 

More particularly these funds will 
enable the construction of a _ trunk 
sewer from Riggs. Meadow, in Prince 
Georges county, through the Mount 
Rainier and Bladensburg section, to 
below Tidewater in the eastern’ branch 
of the Potomac, and from Kensington 
to Woodside, Chevy Chase section in 
the Rock Creek valley of Montgomery 
county to the intercepting sewer of the 
District of Columbia at the District 
line, and will also provide a trunk 
sewer from Seven Oaks, Montgomery 
county, to Sligo avenue, half mile 
north of Takoma. 


For Front Foot Benefit Tax. 


Provision is made that the front foot 
benefit tax shall be levied “upon the 
approximate cost of said construction 
as an integral part of the whole sys- 
tem.” The bill provides that the front 
foot benefit tax, once levied, can not 
be changed, and ratifies and confirms 
the front foot benefit taxes as of 
December 31, 1926. 

The bill exempts State, county, muni- 
cipal property, the public parks or 
playgrounds, and the property of volun- 
teer fire departments from this benefit 
tax, and fire departments are exempted 
from the water consumption tax. 

The treasurers of the two counties 
shall send out the water and sewer 
bills as a F ente of the county tax bill, 
the cost of the additional work in the 
treasurer’s office to be borne by the 
sanitary district. 


May Order Corrections Made. 


The bill. empowers the commission 
to order citizens of any section of the 
district to connect their properties with 
water and sewer lines and a method of 
appeal from rules. It further provides 
for the issuance of bonds for the con- 
struction of garbage and refuse inain- 
erators, and installation of a garbage 
collection service in such sections of 
the district as the commission may de- 
cide; the sections receiving the service 
to be the only sections to be taxed 
therefor. 

The bill authorizes the governor to 
designate one of the commissioners ap- 
pointed by the county commissioners 
of the two counties as chairman of the 
sanitary commission, whose salary shall 
be $3,000 a year, and authorizes the 
governor to designate the other mem- 
ber of the sanitary commission ap- 
pointed by the county: commissioners 
to give all his time and attention to 
the duties of his office, supervise and 
superintend outside operations of the 
commission and perform such other 
duties as the commission shall desig- 
nate, at an annual salary of $4,800. 

The third member of the commission 
is to be appointed by the governor at 
the present salary of $2,000. 

The bill further provides that the 
operating deficit shall not be made up 
by an increase in the front foot as- 
sessment already levied, but by an in- 
crease in the water rent. 

The joint delegations also introduced 
today a bill providing a special bond 
issue of $500,000 for the construction 
of the water supply project to be 
known as the Burnt Mills filter plant 
and pumping station, and any other 
supply plants that the sanitary com- 
mission shall decide to construct.

ABLE TO SIGN . PAPERS 


President Coolidge is not prepared to 
_ Subscribe to the theory that hand- 
‘shaking is responsible for his ailing 


right wrist, tt was made known at the 
White House yesterday. A swollen 
tendon has caused the placing of 4 
tightly wrapped bandage about it, and 
while there’ are times when some pain 
is felt, the President has suffered no 
inconvenience in the way of 
his name to the countless official pa- 
ers. 

r The causes and effects of the injury 
were the subject of quite a discussion 
at yesterday's conference between the 
President’s spokesman and new 

men. In the absence of any official 
statement the word has been broadcast 
that presidential handshaking finally 
has wrought its toll, and some newés- 
paper experts have professed, to see 
the cause in the pecullar perk which 
the President gives to a handshake. 
There is nothing of the weak grasp 
about the President’s shake, it is point- 
ed out, but, on the other hand, he 
takes the extended hand briskly and 
firmly, gives it a Httle jerk and sends 
the visitor on his way. 

Since: he assumed office he has 
shaken nearly 200,000 hands at the 
White House alone, and he has the 
knack of shaking them at the rate of 
50 a minute. 

Now, in so far as the version that the 
President strained a tendon while giv- 
ing his peculiar handshake is _ con- 
cerned, it was pointed out in behalf of 
the President that he has done no 
heavy handshaking since the army and 
navy reception February 17. At this 
time he shook 2,097 hands. ; 

It is just as fair to assume, it is said, 
that a sudden letdown in the hand- 
shaking exercise is responsible for the 
sick wrist as there is that his particular 
jerk or handshaking rigors are the 
cause. Physicians have warned, it is 
pointed out, against the sudden drop- 
ping of exercise on the part of middle- 
aged men. 

Shortly after the army and navy re- 
ception, when handshaking was par- 
ticularly arduous, the daily receptions 
at the White House were discontinued. 
This was done in anticipation of the 
large number of spring visitors to the 
city. Subsequently the pain developed. 

Had it not come at this particular 
time of the year the President would be 
inclined to attribute the trouble to “old- 
fashioned” rheumatism. At any rate, 
neither he nor Dr. James F. Coupal, his 
physician, feel any concern over it. 


SENATOR TESTIFIES 
IN AUTO-CRASH CASE 


Hitt Defers Decision After 
Prisoner. Denies Reck- 
Less Driving. 


The case of Joseph M. Le Mense, 
Chevy Chase, Md., charged with reck- 
less driving as the result of the col- 
lision on February 8 at Union Station, 
between his car and a taxicab in which 
Senator Peter Norbeck, of South Da- 
kota, was riding, was taken under ad- 
visement last night by Judge Isaac R. 
Hitt, in. traffic court. The senator suf- 
fered a broken rib in the accident. He 
testified the cab had hardly gotten un- 
der way when the accident occurred. 

Le Mense, who was defended by Aus- 
tin Canfield, attorney, denied he was 
driving recklessly, and said he was 
driving at a speed of 5 or 6 miles an 
hour and that the taxicab was speed- 
ing. Witnesses produced by Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Richmond  B. 
Keech, testified that Le Mense’s auto 
traveled 40 feet after the accident and 
collied with a parked car\belonging to 
Paul Gaist, 439 Twentieth street north- 
west. 

The taxicab was driven by William E. 
Brown, 39 K_ street northwest. Le 
Mense was arrested by Policeman J. R. 
Leach, of the Sixth precinct. 


Man Shot to Death; 
Suspect Is Arrested 


While engaged in an altercation at 
791 Irving street northwest yesterday 
evening, Herbert William Taylor, col- 


ored, 31 years old, was shot twice in 
the stomach and fatally Wounded. Po- 
lice say Abraham Somerville, colored, 
55 years old, did the shooting. Taylor 
died almost instantly. The body was 
taken to the District morgue. 

Somerville was arrested by Sergt. 
John L. Norris, of the Tenth precinct, 
and taken to that station house. His 
brother, Wallace ,Somerville, also was 
arrested, as he had witnessed the shoot- 
ing.

MARITIME PROVINCES 
WOULD BE GAINERS 


Defeat of Project Back in 
1911 Cause of Present 
Trouble, His View. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 18 (By A. P.).— 
Reciprocity between the United States 
and Canada, so far as it affects ex- 
change of natural products, is a part 
of the liberal trade policy, Premier 
Mackenzie King declared today in the 
house of commons. His words were the 
first official pronouncement in years 
upon what was so important an issue 
in 1911 that it contributed to the 
overthrow of a dominion government. 

Premier King’s statement came in the 
midst of his discussion of maritime 
fishing rights. A royal commission 
after investigation of demands of the 


provinces of Prince Edward Island, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick for 
greater consideration from the domi- 
nion government recommended a mu- 
tual trade treaty with the United 
a dealing with coast products and 
sh. 


Blames 1911 Campaign. 


“It may be pointed out that recipro- 
cal trade treaties in natural products 
are, and have been for many years, a 
part of the liberal trade policy,” said 
Mr. King. “The attempt of a great 
Nova Scotian in 1911 to remedy the 
situation by a reciprocal treaty did not, 
in our opinion, meet with the support 
it should have from the maritime pro- 
vinces. 

“We believe that to the defeat of the 
proposed reciprocal trade agreement 
more than to all other factors com- 
bined may be traced the causes of ex- 
isting economic depression in the 
maritime provinces. Our policy re- 

mains ‘one of seeking to advance as op- 
portunity affords mutual trade agree- 
ments in neutral products.

Once the recognized divorce capital 
of the nation, Reno's place in the sun 
has been threatened of late by Paris 
and Mexico, in several provinces of 
which divorces can be arranged in a 
few weeks without even the necessity 
of making a trip there. 


But Reno expects to come back under, 


the new law and attract the greatest 
flock of divorce seekers in its history. 

In the early hours before the dawn 
this morning the amendment to the 
divorce law slipped through both 
houses of the legislature in its closing 
hours, and was signed by Gov. Fred B. 
Balzar before breakfast time. . 

Later, members of the legislature 
were aroused from somnolence and ex- 
pressed amazement when told of the 
provisions of the bill for which they 
had voted. Most of them thought they 
had merely added insanity as the eighth 
cause of divorce in the State. 

In the sleepy time after midnight the 
senate adopted an amendment to the 
bill naming insanity as a reason for 
severing of marital ties, and sent the 
measure back to the assembly for con- 
currence. When the assembly refused 
to concur, conference committees were 
appointed by both houses. These were 
unable to agree, and a “free’’ confer- 
ence committee was named. 

The word “six” was changed to 
“three” in two places by the free con- 
ference committee. Within 10 minutes 
the house and the senate had passed 
the bill reducing the period of resi- 
dence of divorce seekers to three 
months. The bill was speedily signed 
by Gov. Balzar. 

Many legislators expressed their in- 
dignation in strong terms. “Serious 
displeasure” with the new enactment 
was expressed by H. R. Cook, president 
of the Nevada Bar association, and 
most of the clergymen denounced ‘it 
strongly.

DRASTIC JUDICIARY 
REFORM IS PLANNED 


Trial by Jury Declared Farce;

High praise to President Borno’s 
government in Haiti and to the admin- 


{gtration carried on by American ma- 
rines, is contained in the annual re- 
port of Brig. Gen. John H. Russell, 
American high commissioner to Haiti, 
made public by the State Department 
yesterday. 

Following the barring of Senator 
King from his intended visit to Haiti, 
Gen. Russell's report has aroused con- 
siderable. interest, especially with ref- 
erence to the relations between Presi- 
dent Borno and the American high 
commissioner. 

The number of marines in Haiti has 
not been reduced during the past year, 
Gen. Russell reports and the force is 
scattered over the entire country, 
stronger forces being maintained in re- 
gions which have been turbulent. The 
number of natives allowed to carrry 
arms in Haiti has been increased by 
110 during the past year. 

Gen. Russell’s only criticism of the 
Haitian government is directed against 
the judiciary, which is the only part 
of that government which is not di- 
rectly under American supervision. 
The courts, Gen. Russell declares, are 
“less effective than ever and their in- 
efficiency and incompetency more no- 
torious. 

Miscarriage of Justice. 


“The long delay in bringing cases to 
trial often results in a miscarriage of 
justice. The foreigner is indeed bold 
who dares to take his case to court. 
Trials by jury are farcical, the jury is 
always Opposed to the government and 
can be easily swayed by racial or other 
ook ame or by drawing on the imag- 
nation: This deplorable and humili- 
ating condition of affairs is well known 
to the Haitian government, which is 
now engaged in drafting a drastic plan 
of judiciary reform.” 

With the expiration of the French

SAMUEL INGULL CALLED 
MAN BEHIND THOMPOON 


Gave Mayor $100,000 in 
1915, Deverites Charge; Hint 
He Got $40,000 Also. 


PROMPT DENIAL ISSUED 


Chicago, March 18 (By A. P.).— 
While the Senate campaign funds com- 
mittee has been unable to discover the 
recipient of $40,000 contributed by 
Samuel Insull, utilities owner, in the 
Illinois senatorial primary election, it 
was inferentially alleged today that the 
money went to William Hale Thomp- 
son, Republican mayoralty candidate.

Dever committee also charged that In- 
sull contributed $100,000 to Thompson’s 
campaign in 1915, when he was elected. 
The committeee is headed by Albert 
©. Anderson, former Republican alder- 
man, as chairman. 

Mr. Thompson tonight denied the in- 
ferences of the Dever for mayor com- 
mittee, and said there was “absolutely 
nothing to it.” 

The statement followed a speech by 
Thompson in which he -declared “no 
public utilities money is going. to 
Dever.” 

“He might have told who was getting 
the public utility money,” the state- 
ment says.

The Detroit & Ironton Co., a new 
corporation, of which the Ford inter- 
ests are the sole stockholders, was re- 


;| fused permission to take over the De- 


troit, Toledo & Ironton railroad, in 
which Mr. Ford owns nearly 99 per cent 
of stock. 

Permission was likewise refused the 
Detroit & Ironton Co. to issue stocks 


and bonds contemplated in the trans- 
action, and was also denied the 
power to take over thé Toledo-Detroit 
railroad, a short line operating in the 
Detroit territory. 

The ;commission based its decision 
against the Ford plan. principally on 
technical. legal grounds, holding that 
the project contemplated was a rail- 
road consolidation under the transpor- 
tation act and not a unification project. 
Railroad consolidations, the commis- 
sion ruled, affecting competitive rail- 
roads can not be allowed prior to the 
completion. by the commission itself of 
a general plan for railroad consolida- 
tion. 

It was. suggested, however, that if 
unification of the Ford railroads was 
desirable in the interest of public serv- 
ice, an application by the Detroit, To-

* Military Roads Hurried.

According to the Giornale d’Italia’s 
Belgrade correspondent, the warlike 
preparations include the hurried con- 
struction of military roads along the 
Jugoslavia-Albanian and the Jugosla- 
via-Italian frontiers, intensified work 
in the arsenal of Kraguievaz and gov- 
ernment munitions plants, and an in- 
crease in the purchases of materials of 
war abroad, particularly armored cars 
and: airplanes. 

The inference drawn both by the dis- 
patch and the editorial is that these 
preparations are being made against 
italy. These preparations must be close- 
ly followed by Italy, the paper says, 
first, because they are being made along 
the confines of Italy; secondly, because 
an anti-Italian tendency is being re- 
vealed which is almost ostentatious; 
third, because they are posi- 
tive acts of force which constitute 
motions of a menacing character; 
fourth, because they are in relation 
with vast international agreements 
which it is important to establish and 
follow in their development; fifth, be- 
cause they represent an open counter- 
part to the supposed threat of the 
Italian policy, of which so much is be- 
ing said beyond the Alps.

HELD AT NEW ORLEANS

Charles/M. Thompson, former assistant 
superintendent of the shoe factory at 
Leavenworth Federal penitentiary, told

he had aided John P. Carroll to escape 


from the penitentiary.after the latter | 


had offered him $68,000 to do so. 

The former shoe factory official was 
held here for a time incommunicado 
after Federal agents had captured him 
after a chase which led them through 
several States. 

Previously, they said, they had been 
close on the trail of Thompson and 


Carroll in Kentucky when they arrang- 
ed a meeting in New Orleans. 

“Carroll offered me $68,000 if I would 
get him out of prison,” Thompson said. 
“I was assistant superintendent of the 
shoe factory at Leavenworth, getting 
$3,000 a year. I mever received a 


penny of the money but I think Carroll | 


is honest. I think he intended giving 
me the money at the first opportunivy. 
The offer of the $68,000 went. to my 
head. I had a good job and I am sorry 
I was not strong enough to withstand 
temptation.” 

Leavenworth, Kans., March 18 (By 
A, P.).—Charles M. Thompson, assist- 
ant superintendent of the Leavenworth 
Federal prison shoe factory, who con- 
fessed in New Orl today to aiding 
in the escape of. John P. Carroll, con- 
vict, disappeared the night of February 
28, after Carroll was missing at the 
evening check-up of prisoners. 

The disappearance of the two was 
not connected at first. Prison officials 
believed Carroll, sentenced at Tulsa, 
Okla., was hiding in the shoe factory 
or in the prison yard, as they could find 
no avenue of escape.

MEXICAN TREACHERY. 


No confiscations of American property have 
been reported lately from Mexico. In some 
quarters it is believed that the Mexican gov- 
ernment has decided to modify its confiscatory 
laws. The change is believed to have followed 
a warning of some kind from the United 
States, which caused the Mexican Ambassador 
to hurry to the City of Mexico. On the other 
hand, Secretary Kellogg has stated that no 
ultimatum of any kind has been sent to 
Mexico. 

The history of American relations with Mex- 
ico, at periods when adventurers like Calles 
were in control, discourages the idea that the 
Mexican government has decided to abandon 
its attempt to confiscate American property. 
Whenever the United States has reached the 
limit of its patience and has made that fact 
unmistakably clear, the successive Mexican 
governments have resorted to deceitful tactics 
calculated to make it appear that they had 
abandoned their attempts to despoil Ameri- 
cans. But the change was merely in tactics, 
and not in strategy. The purpose gemained 
the same. 

President Cailes can not be trusted. He has 
given every kind of notice to the United States 
that he is unreliable. The present apparent 
change of front is therefore merely evidence 
that Mexico is trying to hoodwink the United 
States. In the meantime a strong propaganda 
in Calles’ favor is operating throughout the 
United States, endeavoring to make it appear 
that the United States government is bent 
upon war when it insists that American rights 
shall be respected, and that Calles is an honest, 
patriotic Mexican, who is risking his life for 
the uplift of his fellow countrymen against 
the menaces of the “Colossus of ‘the North.” 
Probably Calles hopes that this propaganda 
will help to paralyze the arm and disable the 
will of President Coolidge, so that the con- 
fiscatory program can be carried out a little 
with impunity. The aid and comfort 
given to Calles in the United States Senate has 
doubtless induced him to believe that he can 
divide. public sentiment in the United States 
and nullify the American policy of protection 
to Americans in all parts of the world. 

President Coolidge stated that he proposed 
to follow in the footsteps of his predecessors 
in protecting Americans abroad. He is up 
against a peculiarly difficult task in Mexico, 
on account of the perfidy of the Calles regime. 
If he accepts paper assurances he will be de- 
frauded, as a man is cheated who accepts a 
forged check. The consequences of accepting 
perfidious promises from Calles might be the 
death of American citizens and the robbery 
of their property in Mexico, perhaps to be 
followed by an outburst of wrath in this coun- 
try that would bring about war. 

At this stage, when the treacherous Calles 
government seems to be about to make terms, 
a dangerous point is reached which warns the 
United States government to be on its guard.

TAX REDUCTION. 


Announcement by Secretary Mellon that the 
surplus in the Treasury June 30 next will be 
approximately $500,000,000 instead of the pre- 
dicted estimate of $383,000,000 has revived 
the movement for tax reduction. 

It is estimated that the receipts of the gov- 
ernment from income and profits taxes for the 
first quarter of the calendar year 1927 will ex- 
ceed $580,000,000, and that the exchange of 
second Liberty 414 bonds for 3% per cent 
Trvasury notes will exceed $1,500,000,000 by 
Hie iast of this month, and will probably 
umount to one-half of the entire original issue 
af more than $3,800,000,000.

While the Treasury can safely figure on @ sur- 
plus of approximately $500,000,000 on June 
30, it does not follow that probable Treasury 
income recéipts for the next fiscal year will 
warrant a third tax-reduction campaign next 
winter. A 1927-28 tax law reducing income 
and miscellaneous taxes would not be com- 
pletely felt until the following fiscal year. 
Who can safely predict what the require- 
ments of the Treasury will be then? Debt re- 
duction this fiscal yéar, it is claimed, will 
amount to approximately $1,060,000,000. It 
is possible to predict accurately what the debt 
requirements will be in 1927-28. Every doller 
of reduction in the public debt, it is admitted 
is a tax reduction.’

HUMBUG AT GENEVA. 


The United States {s opposed to any form 
of international supervision of armaments, 
once an agreement for limitation of arma- 
ments is reached. It is also Opposed to any 
international regulation of industries, ration- 
ing of manufactures, or prohibition of experi- 
ments in the use of poison gases and bacteria 
It has so notified the league of nations. 

The reasons underlying American objections 
to. these proposals are easy to understand. 
The President of the United States would be 
unwise indeed if he should negotiate a treaty 
authorizing an international body to super- 
vise the armaments of this country for the pur- 
pose of making them conform to the Imita- 
tions fixed by a treaty. No such agréement 
would be ratified by the Senate. The point 
would be immediately made that an attempt 
by a foreign authority to supervise American 
defenses would be more provocative of inter- 
national friction than unlimited armaments. 

As for international supervision and ration- 
ing of American industries, for the purpose of 
preventing undue military preparation under 
the guise of industrial production, no better 
method of provoking suspicion and hatred 
could be found. If nations can not be trusted 
to fulfill their treaty obligations in the matter 
of armaments, an international spying com- 
mission could not make them honest. But its 
members could and would quarrel over the 
question, and friction among nations would 
surely develop. 

The suggestion that experiments in the de- 
velopment of gas poisons and bacteria should 
be suppressed is on a par with other foolish 
ideas emanating from Geneya. The progress 
of chemical science would be delayed by such 
a prohibition, imposing a handicap upon such 
work as the eradication of insects and diseases, 
No nations will tamely submit to a gas attack 
in war without retaliating, and to the honor 
of the United States it is made plain that this 
country will not enter into a hypocritical en- 
gagement to do away with poison gas. 

The basic fallacy underlying these Geneva 
proposals is that war may be abolished or 
avoided by doing away with the weapons of 
war. The idea runs contrary to human nature. 
War is made by the human-will. Weapons, if 
abolished, will be reproduced whenever the 
human will calls for. war. The nation that 
strips itself of weapons encourages other na- 
tions to attack it. A nation adequately armed, 
and trying to keep the peace, is not likely to 
be drawn into war; but if it should be com- 
pelled to fight, its ability to do so may deter- 
mine whether the world shall remain civilized 
or lapse into barbarism. 

The French press emphasizes the refusal] of 
the United States to agree to international su- 
pervision of armaments, &c. It is said in 
Paris that the United States is trying to ruin 
the Geneva arms conference. It was to be ex- 
pected that this assertion would be made. But 
the heads of government on both sides of the 
Atlantic know very well that the Geneva arms 
conference is not intended to bring about unt- 
versal limitation of armaments. The purpose 
of the conference is to prevent an agreement, 
by raising such questions as the United States 
has just discussed. If the nations of Europe 
were actually in favor of reduction of arma- 
ments they would eliminate such fantastic 
questions and get down to the point. The 
Geneva conference is merely a humbug. 


THE RADIO PROBLEM. 


To the millions who listened in on the first 
radio appearance of the new Federal radio 
commission there must have been disappoint- 
ment that so little of importance was said. 
Possibly it is unreasonable to expect much 80 
soon after the organization of the commission, 
but it had been hoped that some indication of 
policy might have*been made public. Actually 
the only important or interesting statement 
was that of Judge Sykes, who indicated clearly 
that the interest of the listening public will 
be the acid test in the granting of licenses to 
broadcast. As he himself later said, however, 
that statement constitutes the spirit of the 
law under which the commission holds office, 
so after all the expressed policy was nothing 
new. : 7 

So far the commission has marked time, as 
was anticipated. An announcement was made 
by the Secretary of Commerce immediately 
after the passage of the legislation to the ef- 
fect that many months would elapse before 
the public would be able to see progress of 
any sort. The commission’s first order settled 
all immediate concern of amateur broadcasters 
and ship stations by continuing their licenses 
indefinitely. A second decision touched upon 
the most congested radio phase by ordering 
all operators of commercial broadcast stations 
to apply forthwith for renewal of their permits. 
Subsequently it was announced ithat a general 
conference, to which any one interested in 
radio in any capacity whatsoever would be 
welcomed, would be held in Washington the 
latter part of the month. To sum up the ac- 
complishment so far, the number of details

THIRST ON THE BORDER, 


The working of the Ontario liquor law, 
which is to go into effect in May, will be 
watched with keen interest alike by the drys 
and the wets on this side of the border, and 
in no section of the coutitry will the interest 
be so keen as in the ‘cities of Detroit and 
Buffalo. : 

The “springy” weather of last Sunday took 
thousands of Americans on exploring expedi- 
tions into Canada from those cities. The visi- 
tors went with the purpose of looking over the 
lay of the land in connection with facilities 
which the Canadian province will soon offer 
for relieving the thirst of suffering citizens of 
New York and Michigan. The discoveries 


made by the American explorers were not as | 


encouraging as they had expected to find. 

Ontario is divided into parllamentary ‘‘rid- 
ings,’’ which correspond to congressional dis- 
tricts on this side of the line. The Niagara 
frontier ‘‘riding’’ extends along the Niagara 
river from Lake Erie to Lake Ontario. It em- 
braces a number of thriving villages, including 
Fort Erie, Bridgeburg and Niagara Falls, On- 
tario. The combined normal population of 
these three may be 50,000. But the popula- 
tion of the stretch of territory on the American 
side within an hour’s journey from the border 
is at least a million. 

So when the visitors to the Canadian side of 
the Niagara frontier discovered last Sunday 
that out of the 60 applications for licenses to 
dispense liquor under the new law only two 
will be granted, there was something like a 
panic among the Americans... And even worse 
news was that these two places will be not less 
than twenty miles apart. 

The highway bridge now nearly completed 
between Buffalo and Fort ‘Erie will not be 
formally opened until September. In the mean- 
time the only means of access to the promised 
land for the Buffalo motorist is a ferryboat, 
which is a small affair, certain to be crowded 
to its utmost capacity on every trip. The rush 
for licenses, without which purchases can not 
be made, indicates that thousands of thirsty 
inhabitants of the counties bordering on the 
Niagara frontier will have to continue in their 
condition of aridity, at least until the new 
bridge is formally opened, and after that un- 
less the Canadian authorities can be induced 
to increase the number of licenses. 


THE ECONOMIC CONFERENCE. 


The international economic conference at 
Geneva, beginning May 4 next, promises to be 
the initial movement to break down economic 
barriers, including protective tariffs. The 
forerunner of this movement was the interna- 
tional round robin signed by many European 
and American economists, proclaiming the 
perils of trade barriers. Despite the fact that 
the American signers of this remarkable 
document disavowed any attempt to involve 
the United States, the European signers 
thought otherwise. 

The program of the coming international 
conference includes such topics as ‘‘freedom 
of commerce,’’ ‘‘customs tariffs’ and ‘‘com- 
mercial treaties.’’ If, as is more than prob- 
able, 
aspect, it is difficult to see how discussion of 
American tariffs can be avoided. 

The American delegates representing the 
United States government should and will re- 
flect the economic views of President Coolidge 
and the administration. They will see to it 
that the American doctrine of protection is 
saved from international influence. While it 
may be claimed that the American tariff is a 
domestic question, not to be touched by any 
international conference, nevertheless it is not 
impossible for certain representatives of 
American interests to advocate tariff revision, 
thus encouraging foreign efforts to break into 
the American market. 

The international chamber of commerce, 
with which the United States Chamber of 
Commerce is affiliated, will have five delegates 
to this international economic conference. At

Delegates from the 
United States Chamber of Commerce were 
present at this congress. 

It is not impossible that efforts may be 
made in the coming international conference 
to commit the United States to a. policy of in- 


ternational “tariff reform,’’ which means a 


breaking down of the Américan tariff. If so, 
every effort should be made by the responsible 


representatives of the present administration 
to put only uncompromising protectionists on

ing of the Civic Federation held last 
night in 4he Lyon Park Community 
house, with 25 out of 36 civic organiza- 
tions represented. The report follows: 
First—That the powers of the board 
of supervisors are wholly inadequate. to 
meet the demands made upon it by 
the conditions now obtaining and exist- 
ing. 
Second—That the highest court of 
this State has so held and that the 
commission “believes as a result of its 
investigation that the conditions now 
existing in this county are similar in 
all essential respects to those generally 
found to exist in cities of this State. 
Third—That the highest court has 
held that the conditions riow existing 
in this county are such as to require 
that the county must be incorporated 
as a whole. 

Fourth—That the present situation 
in this county. and its —— orderly 
growth and development requires that 
the local government charged with its 
administration shall have all the pow- 
ers of a city of the first class. 
Fifth—That the commission believes, 
and so reports, that the city manager 
plan’is the form best suited to meet 
the needs of Arlington county. 
Sixth—That the commission regards 
the situation in this county such as to 
render it desirable that an enabling 
act be passed at this session of the spe- 
cial session of the legislature. 
Following the reading of the seport 
the federation, by a vote of 43 to 3, 
adopted a resolution offered by Artnur 
Orr: That the federation indorses that 
part of the report which recommends 
the enactment of an enabling act which 
shall authorize the qualified voters by 
general or special election to determine 
whether and when the county-~-shall .be 
incorporated and under what form of 
government the county shall be incor- 
porated.

importance at the “closé “of ‘the week, 
when so much’ planning and buying 
needs be accomplished.

First of. all, your ‘dress, Z. D., Alex- 
andria. “ Light fabrics, although they 
would appear to be washable, are-more 
than apt to streak with -the process 
and I. should advise ‘against that at- 
tempt, quite régardless of the. silver 
trimming. Coffee is an unfortunate 
thing te spill, for, as. we all know, «1t 
is frequently used: of itself asa tinting 
dye, and has no end of stick-to-it-ive- 
ness. The best thing to do, in my 
opinion (and I dare not. suggest home 
methods), is to take it to a reputable 
cleaner. and inquire about dry-cleaning 
the entire garment. In:,that way, if 
in any way, may you hope for complete 
success. For anything with which you 
yourself try to remove the coffee stain 
may likewise remove the blue- of the 
garment,. which leaves the situation 
even worse off than at the outset.

SEIZURES OF. U. S. PROPERTY 
BY MEXICO BELIEVED ENDED 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1.) 


the protection of Mexican interests. 
Naturally the Ambassador’s first con- 
sideration is his own country, and his 
work in seeking to adjust relations be- 
tuwsen the two goveraments is dom- 
inated by that consideration. 


The White House statement to the 
effect that confiscation of American 
property appeared to be fading out as 
an immediate issue ‘opens the way, It is 
pointed out, for further exchanges be- 
tween Ambassador Tellez and Secretary 
of State Kellogg. There is nothing to 
stop continued negotiations to smooth 
over pending differences so long as con- 
fiscation of American property does not 
remain a major issue. In his last note 
on this subject to the Mexican govern- 
ment, Secretary Kellogg virtually de- 
clared that it was useless to discuss this 
question. 


On January 22 President Coolidge, 
through the White House spokesman, 
warned President Calles that the United 
States government would assume a free 
hand in dealing with the situation in 
case the Mexican government attempted 
to put into effect confiscatory laws 
against American properties. All Amer- 
ican institutions, the spokesman pointed 
out. on that occasion, recognized the 
right of persons to. own property and 
not have it taken away without recom- 
pense and this was referred to by the 
spokesman as “an inalienable right.” 


Since that time President Coolidge, 
through his spokesman, has consistently 
maintained his position regarding this 
fundamental question. No collateral 
issue or other question has been per- 
mitted to deviate the administration 
from its course. Quite recently, the 
President let it again become .known 
that confiscation of American property, 
if threatened by Mexico, remained the 
crux of the whole problem. 

For these reasons, yesterday an- 
nouncement by’ the White House 
spokesman assumed additional im- 
portance. There is no new develop- 
ment in the Mexican situation which 
the President could comment upon, 
the spokesman explained, but he add- 
ed significantly that so far as Presi- 
dent Coolidge is informed Mexico has 
not, in the immediate past, taken any 
of the property of Americans. There 
may have been several small pieces of 
land taken, it was admitted, but no 
such case has been reported to the 
State Department here. 

This indicates, it was added, an in- 
disposition on the part of Mexico to 
confiscate American property and it 
also indicates that action by Mexico 
in the direction of confiscation appears 
to have at least temporarily ceased. 

The. reasons which may have 
prompted President Calles to call a 


halt in his confiscation program are 
understood to be: linked with recent 
exchanges of views between the two 
governments, notably the American 
communication which caused the sud- 
den visit of Ambassador Tellez to 
Mexico. However, from the standpoint 
of the administration the all-impor- 
tant thing is for the threatened con- 
fiscation plan to be abandoned and 
the reasons which brought about that 
abandonment are viewed as minor 
considerations. The question now is 
whether Calles has actually abandon- 
ed his plan or whether there is danger 
that it may be revived and again 
jeopardize the relations between the 
two governments. 

With the confiscation issue appar- 
ently. sidetracked, if not definitely 
abandoned, the chance of adjusting re- 
lations will be materially assisted, it is 
hinted, if volunteer pacifiers desist in 
their propaganda campaigns favoring 
arbitration—which can not apply to 
the main issue—and other so-called 
remedies. With President Coolidge and 
Secretary Kellogg handling one end of 
the negotiations and President Calles 
and Ambassador Tellez handling the 
other, the hope for progress will be in- 
creased, it is explained, if outsiders 
keep their hands off. 

It is conceded that there may be un- 
welcome developments to blight the 
hopes now entertained, but yesterday’s 
statement at the White House is viewed 
as the most authoritative pronounce- 
ment that has been made for some 
time relative to a hoped-for rere 
ment .n the situation. 


Freeman Urges Prayers 


For Mexican Church Peace 


The Rt. Rev. James E. Freeman, 
bishop of Washington, in a letter sent 
yesterday to clergymen of the Episcopal 
church in the Washington diocese urged 
that “we should unite our prayers with 
those of other Christian bodies that 
speedy relief and the lifting of bur- 
dens too heavy to be borne” may soon 
arise from the situation in Mexico, 
which “as it bears upon the condition 
of the church of every name is such 
that it presents an almost unparalleled 
situation.” 

The letter requests that a prayer be 
used in services, part of which follows: 
“Almighty Father, Who hast made all 
mankind to be brothers in Thy Son, 
Our Saviour, Jesus Christ, we implore 
Thy divine guidance in the day of con- 
fusion and discord. We beseech Thee 
to bring order and peace out of the 
trials and distresses from which Thy 
church of every name is suffering in 
Mexico. In the time of our anxiéty 


suffer not our faith in Thee to fail.’

For Maryland and  Vieetnin: Increasing 
cloudiness and cooler, followed by rain Satur- 
day afternoon or night and on Sunday; colder 
Sunday; decidedly colder Sunday night; mod- 
erate, shifting winds, becoming fresh to strong 
south and southwest by Sunday, and shifting 
to northwest by Sunday afternoon. 

A disturbance that developed over Arkansas 
and the middle Mississippi valley Thursday 
night has moved rapid@dy northeastward to 
Maine, attended by showéra in its path, and 
the far southwestern disturbance ia advancing 
eastward over Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas, Flagstaff, Ariz.. and Roswell, N. Mex., 
28.58 inches. This disturbance has caused 
rains in the Pacific States, and snows in 
the plateau and Rocky monontain regions and 
in the central and northern plains States. 
An area of high pressure of great magnitude, 
accompanied by much colder weather, is rap- 
idly overspreading the Canadian Northwest. 
the Rocky mountain and plateau regions and 
the plains States, Miles City, Mont., 30.68 
inches. Qu’Appelle, Saskatchewan, ‘reports 
a temperature of 6 degrees, and Cheyenne, 
Wryo., 12 degrees. *The weather continues 
unseasonably ward from the upper Mississippi 
valley, the plains States and Texas eastward 
to the Atlantic coast. Pressure remains high 
from the sonth Atlantic States eastward be- 
yond Bermuda, and it is relatively high and 
rising over the lower lake region and the 
upper Ohio valley. 

The southwestern disturbance will move 
northeastward over the lower lake region to 
the St. Lawrence valley, and it will be at- 
tended by general rains over the States east 
of the Mississippi river within the next 36 
hours. Following the passage of this disturb- 
ance the northwestern area of high pressure 
and much colder weather will overspread all 
sections east of the Rocky mountains. The 
temperature will begin to fall in the lower 
lake region, the Ohio valley, Tennessee and 
the east gulf States Saturday night, and in 
the Atlantic States during Sunday. and the 
weather will be much colder to the Atlantic 
coast by Monday morning.

Mr. Work’s Pointer 
On Auction Bridge 


HE POINTER FOR TODAY IS: 


A double made after a bid by the 

doubler is one of the most ef- 
fective. ways in which an informatory 
double can be used. 

The double generally known as “the 
subsequent double,” when properly 
used, produces more gratifying results 
than almost any other form of the in- 
formatory double. It is especially ef- 
fective when Dealer has opened with a 
one-bid of a four-card suit, his hand 
consisting of three strong four-card 
suits and a singleton; and even more 
so when he has bid a five-card suit, 
having two strong four-card suits on 
the side and being void of the fourth 
suit. In either of* the above cases, if 
one of the adversaries bid the fourth 
suit, the subsequent double by the 
Dealer gives the partner the most 
valuable and definite information and 
enables him to select the declaration 
most profitable for the combined hands. 
If he have normal support for the suit 
originally named and no other suit 
with material length or strength, he 
can raise his partner’s suit; but if he 


have a strong suit—even if it be only a 
four-carder, or if he have a five-carder 
no matter how weak, he can bid with 
confidence because he knows that the 
subsequent double has announced 
material support for it in the hand of 
his partner. 


The subsequent double made by an 

initial No Trump ‘bidder after a suit- 
bid made by the adversary on his left 
(a bid which, if sound, announces 
great strength) also works very satis- 
factorily with the type of hand that 
justifies it; but it is after an initial 
suit-bid that the subsequent double 
is the most frequently and most ef- 
fectively called into play. 
_ Suppose that South (Dealer) should 
hold: Sp: A-K-x-x Ht: K-Q-x-x Di: 
A-J-10-x Cl: x. If he started by bidding 
a spade and either West or East bid 
two Clubs, he would have an ideal 
position for a subsequent double. He 
would have the same opportunity if, 
for.example, his hand had Been: 

Sp: A-@-x-x-x Ht: K-J-10-x Di: A-J- 
x-x Cl: None.

QUESTIONS AND 
ANSWERS. 


EAR Viola Paris: I am 32 years 
old-and weigh 132 pounds. My 
height is 5 feet 4%4 inches. Do 
I weigh too much, and if s0, what is 
the correct diet for me? 
MRS. J. L. B. 
Answer—I can not tell you precisely 
what you should weigh, because that 
depends a great deal upon your gen- 
eral build and bone structure. I 
think, however, that you are a little 
too heavy for the fashionable ideal of 
slimness, and that you could well lose 
from 7 to 10 pounds. There are many 
good diets for reducing, but nearly all 
of them depend upon the elimination 
from the diet of starchy and fatty 
fodds, and the addition of more leafy 
green vegetables and fruits. Cream, 
cheese, butter, potatoes, pork, fried 
foods, pastry, and sweets are all fat- 
tening and should be avoided. It is a 
good plan to begin the day with a 
very light breakfast, such as orange 
juice or unsweetened coffee, with a 
slice of dry whole-wheat toast. One 
of the other two meals may be fairly 
substantial, and the other should be 
very light. You might adopt any of 
the diets that I have published in this 
column from time to time. 


Dear Viola Paris: About two years 
ago I had an operation performed 
on my right breast, which has since 
never filled out properly. Could Sa 
tell me what to do? J. M. 

Answer—I hardly think that this is 
@ problem within my province. At 
any rate, it is very difficult for me to 
judge your condition. I should advise 
you to consult a physician, preferably 
the one under whose care you were at 
the time of the operation. 


Dear Viola Paris: Please let me know 
if there is any remedy for blunt finger 
tips. Mine are greatly enlarged from 
howsework. I should also like to know 
of a dye for gray hair. : 


Answer—If you mean that the finger 
tips have actually become altered in 
their shape, I hardly think that there 
is a remedy. I would suggest that you 
protect your hands as much as possi- 
ble when doing housework. Try, when- 
ever you gan, to wear gloves. While 
drying the hands after washing them 
press the finger tips gently to a point 
with a towel. 

I am sorry, but I can not give trade 
names of toilet preparations in this 
column, and, in any event, I do not 
recommend dyeing the hair. I think 
that it is much better to leave the 
hair its natural color and to accept 
gray hair graciously. Dyed hair simply 
makes the skin look harsh and the 
whole face look even older than it 
otherwise would. Furthermore, it is 
quite unfashionable.

WHAT CAN BE DONE FOR CATA- 

RACTS. 

RS. D. writes: Please write some- 
thing on cataracts. 

My eyes bother me and an 
oculist told me a cataract was forming 
and that he could neither give me 
glasses to help nor suggest any remedy 
or preventive. 

I have never had an illness in my life 
and have reached the allotted span. 

REPLY. 

A cataract is a lens that is 60 
changed that light cannot pass readily 
through it. It is the lens itself which 
changes. Impaired vision due_ to 
change in any part of the eyeball ex- 
cept the lens goes by some name other 
than cataract. 

There are many causes of opaque 
lens or cataract. Among them are in- 
heritance; certain diseases, such as 
diabetes; certain exposures, such as 
prolonged exposure of the eyes to 
glare, or dust, or heat; certain kinds of 
eye strain, and, lastly, the infirmities 
of age. 

The points you want me to get to 
quickly are: Does cataract mean blind- 
ness? Can anything be done, and, if 
so, what? 

It does not mean blindness. If there 
are cataracts on both eyes the vision 
gets poorer and poorer and near blind- 
ness may eventually result if nothing 
is done. But the milk in the cocoanut 
is that something can be done, and 
that something is nearly always satis- 
factory. 


Dr. Posey tells about a woman who 
was told that she had cataracts when 
she was 60 years old. When she reach- 
ed 80 she still had her cataracts, but 
she could see about as well as other 
When the lens be- 
gin to get opaque it is not certain that 
the opacity will increase rapidly. 

The first effort should be to find the 
cause and remove it. When the opacity 
is due to diabetes it can frequently be 


sugar under control. When we properly 
treat other diseases which cause cata- 
Tact we expect to control the develop- 
ment of the cataract. Therefore, the 
first step is to search for other diseases 
of which cataract may.be a symptom. 
The next step is,to inquire into the 
exposures from which it may result. 
Does the person work at a very dusty 
trade? Is he exposed to glare or great 
heat, especially the former? Controlling

the exposure may prevent the develop- 
ment of cataract. 

There is a condition known as senile | 
cataract, but it is probable that in every 
case of senile cataract there is some 
other cause which is helping age to load 
cataracts on the man or woman. If 
these contributing causes are found and 
removed, age alone may not claim the 
right to fasten lens opacity on a man. 

So we see there are many things 
which may be done to escape cataract. 
The diagnosis does not close the door. 

But if all helps have failed and oper- 
ation becomes a necessity for cure, the 
procedure is not a very serious one and 
it brings about very satisfactory vision. 
As soon as the opaque lens is out of 
the way the other structures of the eye- 
ball are found to be in good condition. 
' Nor is it necessary to await blindness 
before operation. In the present state 
of the art removal of cataracts is dcne 
whenever the man .wants it done. He 
can have one kind of an operation done 
on a green cataract or another on a 
ripe one, just as he chooses.

With Babe Ruth topping the list at a 
fancy $70,000, the colonel’s check /book 
stubs likely will show total disburse- 
ments to his:athletes of about $250, 000 
for the 1927 campaign. 

This would ean an average of 
around $10,000 per playerfi but it isn’t 
the whole story. Manager Miller Hug- 
gins is understood to be drawing down 
$25,000 per annum, while the coaches, 
various assistants, bat boys and busi- 
ness staff help boost the total.

Meusel, who is understood to have 
signed at $17,500. Urban Shocker,
